A single field, nay, a single plant, will, ina few years, 
poison a whole ceunty. Few are aware of the wonder- 
ful fecundity of weeds. A common plant of groundsel 
will produce 35,000 seeds; ragweed, 40,000; the 
thistle, 30,000 ; dock, 50,000. The primeval curse 
is still in force ; for only by labour and perseverance 
can they be kep{ down. Some of these plants, as 
thistles and groundsel, are furnished with a gossamer 
parachute, from which the seed floats, balanced like 
atiny boat. You may see thousands of them float- 
ing in the air, of borne by the breeze, and falling 
suddenly, grapple with the soil, firmly anchored to 
grow, perhaps, in a well-tilled garden. Some seeds 
are furnished with hooks to moor them fast until the 
root shoots into the earth. Others are massed in a 
hollow globe or bulb, which suddenly bursts, and 
scatters them faraway. Nature seems to have ex- 
hausted her powers in securing aconstantly increasing 
supply of these cumberers of the soil. 
It is plain that a careless husbandman ean do in- 
calculable injury to his neighbours, simply by per- 
mitting acorner of his ground to be a wilderness of 
weeds. To prevent this abuse of individual liberty, 
or apathy, Sir William Sommerville's Bill is intro- 
duced. The Bill, at present, has reference to but 
three sorts of} weeds, the thistles, docks, and rag- 
weeds. Any farmer who anticipates injury from 
the seeds of t weeds in his neighbour's ground 
can compel him to cut down the plants and destroy 
them within thirty yards ofhis boundary. A notice 
is served upon the cultivator of weeds, specifying the 
locality where they are required to be eut down. 
If, within fourteen days, that notice is neglected, 
the indolent farmer is fined £5. Then comes a 
second summdns, with a like penalty if it, too, be not 
regarded ; and, if all fail, then any Justice of the Peace 
can give an prder for entry, and the complainant 
is at liberty fo enter the field and cause the weeds 
to be destroyqd at the expense of the occupants. All 
Boards, Companies, &c., come under the provisions 
of this Act. If it be carried into effect, the banks 
of our railways and canals will not be, as they now 
are to a great extent, mere nurseries for useless and 
injurious we¢ds. The list of weeds given in the Bill 
is far too limited. It should include burdock, crow- 
foot, grounddel, the Prascia weed, and fifty others. 
But the list dan readily be extended in time. Even 
if this Bill be carried out energetically, there 
will be — do. Our farmers actually cultivate 
weeds, and not only propagate but plant them. The 
ploughman is contented if the deep-sunk share 
cuts up the piped roots of couchgrass or bind- 
weed, ignorant that every inch of the divided 
root will become at once a separate plant. He 
turns up apd breaks the tuft of crowfoot, thus 
splits it into 60 different roots, then drives the 
harrow over them, and fixes them firmly in the soil, 
each destined to produce its 60 roots to be scattered 
in turn. Or he has heard from his fathers that weeds 
rot and enrich the soil, so he throws them on the 
dung heap, And actually forces them as in a hotbed. 
When he topdresses bis land, with every cartload of 
manure he jsows myriads of weeds. The farmer 
should be compelled to burn his weeds, for thus only 
can he destroy their fecundity, and the ashes are 
better than ány manure. 


But there is another side of the question not so 
easily met jor cured. The most careful tiller 
of the ground may eradicate the weeds, and pride 
himself on {he clearness of his ground, when sud- 
denly he finde his land covered with a weed which 
he had not observed before. He has bought and 
paid for the tares whicli are to choke his crop. Pro- 
fessor Buckman examined some specimens ef seeds 
sold to coufttry farmers, and he found in a single 
pint of cloyer 7,600 weed seeds; in a pint of cow- 
grass 12,004; in one of broad clover 39,440; and in 
one of Dusch clover 26,560! The farmer goes 
foolishly tothe cheapest market, and buys what it 
will cost high a great deal both of time and labour to 
destroy. me collect the wild charlock seed, and 
sell it to sabdsmen at 2s. 6d. the bushel; yet they 
give 9d. a erg for the very same weed as turnip 
seed. Linseed is adulterated copiously with the 
seed of b mustard, and wild camomile yields 
an enormotis profit to the dishonest seedsman.

character of the Chinese soldier knows what the im- 
mediate consequence of this was. They did not grum- 
ble or mutiny—they quietly passed over to the rebels, 
and increased the bands of depredators. They 
were always upon very good terms. Some years 
ago, when the Imperialiste were besieging the rebels 
who held possession of the Chinese city of Shang- 
hai (not the European settlement), the city and the 
garrison ran short of food, and the besiegers were 
naturally short of cash. So there was a market held 
every day at the foot of the walls by means of pulleys 
aud baskets. The Imperialists, having the country open 
behind them, ravaged it, and, collecting everything 
which a Chinaman considers esculent, brought it to the 
foot of the walls for sale; the garrison having at 
their command the bankers’ shops inside the city, 
plundered them day by day of that copper cash 
which is too ponderous to be called currency, 
and lowered it down to the needy Im 
Thus the siege went on, with no other effect 
than that the open country was eaten up inside 
the city, and the bankers’ hoards were dispersed out- 
side the city. A very similar process has taken place 
in every large city of China, with the sole exception of 
Pekin. Shanghai escaped a sack because the lish 
and French were near, but in other cases, whenever 
this game has been played sufficiently, and all the ready 
cash has been drained, the rebels their assault and 
finish up the place with fire and sword. Nankin, the 
ancient capital, has been for eight years in the hands o/ 
these brigands, and it is the only city they have cared to 
retain after they had depeopled and burnt its homesteads. 
Hankow, the great emporium of the empire—Liverpoo! 
and Manchester, and Leeds and Nottingham, and all 
their surroundings rolled up into one—Hanchow, which 
was a province of houses divided into four quarters by 
the confluence of two mighty rivers—Hanchow, which 
with ita dependent towns numbered eight millions of 
souls, has been five times taken and plundered, and some 
of its suburbs were so utterly destroyed that Captain 
Sherrard Osborn’s sailors flushed pheasants among the 
ruins of the habitations. In those days there was an Im- 
perial army. Now, however, the banditti walk up and 
down the land without even the semblance of oppo. 
sition. Cities which were held sacred by conquerors 
in all times have now fallen. Llangchow was to a 
Chinaman what Grenada was to an exiled Moor; there 
was the same fond idea that Heaven hung just above it. 
What is more practically important in British and 
French eyes, it was the metropolis of the silk districts, 
Hangchow, with its riches, its antiquities, its yamuns, 
ite vast temples, and its silk-looms, has disap- 
peared like a green field under a swarm of locusts. 
Soochow was to China what Paris is to Europe. 
Everything ornamental came from Soochow. Did a 
stranger or a native want a drawing, a screen, a fan, 
a pieee of embroidery, an article of furniture? He must 
wait till it could be got from Soochow. This great 
city, within easy water communication of Shanghai, was 
the object of admiration to all the Europeans of that 
community, and proud is the man who has succeeded in 
smuggling himseif into Soochow. The last telegram 
tells us that this city also has gone. What civilization 
there was in China is being burnt out and trampled out 
Che industrious emmets will rear their hovels again, 
and when the rebels have departed those who survive— 
for they cannot kill all—will till the earth, and eat, and 
live ; but the arts of civilization will not grow again. 
This is the Government to which Lord Elgin now 
goes, commissioned to deal tenderly with it, and to do 
ao act which can weaken it. Some people in Chins, 
and some in Englaud say, that these daily slaughters ot 
tens of thousands of human creatures call for our inter. 
ference in favourof the Government, and that we should 
support it instead of coercing it at such a moment. 
We do hope that this, at least, is not in Lord Elgin’s 
instructions. ‘The Tartar is now very sick. Russia 
sits by his bedside and awaits the last extremity. He 
is much more sick than the Turk was, and that Tartar 
never was a friend of ours. It would cost us much more 
to keep him alive than it has cost us tokeep the Turk 
alive, and the task is much more hopeless, There 
are in the shrewd, common-sense character of the 
Chinese some of the elements of self-government. 
In their guilds and their municipalities they govern 
themselves, and govern themselves well. The Cotton 
Guild of Canton has, according to the last veracious 
story from Hongkong, offered a bet of 30,000 dollars 
that the French and English will again be repulsed 
from the Taku forts. That guild is quite capable 
of coming forward with ten times that sum for any 
purpose it might think desirable, and is in itself a 
proof that Chinamen are capable of governing them- 
selves. But these guilds can do nothing so long as 
the present Imperial system presses upon them. I. 
the progress of our expedition to Pekin should have 
the effect of breaking up that Imperial system, it 
will effect a greater good to humanity than even if it 
enabled it to put down the innumerable swarms of ban- 
ditti which it has created. It will be a scandal to hu- 
manity if, in the face of the facts before us, the policy 
of this empire should be diverted from the pursuit of our 
own plain rights and interests in order to sustain a 
despotism so faithless, and so feeble, and so dreadful in 
its effects as this. It would be at once humane and 
politic that the nations of the West should maintain 
the police of the Yangtze but itis plain that neither 
humanity, nor policy, nor civilization can have any in- 
terest in preserving a form of Government which is ha- 
bitually coexistent with similar horrors to those which 
are now devastating successively every city of China. 


The Daily News on the Material Prospects of the 
Country 


One effect of the anxiety which pervades the country 
in regard to the unfavourable weather in its influence 
on the hay and corn crops should be to remind us of 
the comparative security we enjoy through the pro- 
gress of science of the arts of lile, Such a season as 
the present is the best test and eviden e of what we 
owe to the advance of physical and commercial science 
within the lifetime of one generation. 

As to the hay, it is dreary enough to see the ruin 
which has overtaken the latter crops; to travel from the 
northern to the most southern counties, and see miles of 
uncut grass lying in a tangled mb a picture of de- 
cay; or the low lands under water, where the half-made 
hay is floating on the currents or tossed in the eddies, or 
carried outto sea. But we must remember how large 
& proportion of the crop has been housed in the flacst 
condition through improved methods which first has- 
tened the growth, and then shorteaed the process of 
making, 80 as to secure large quantities before the last 
change of the weather. Finer hay was neve: seen than 
much that was carried at the end of June and the be- 
ginning of July. Again, the consumption of hay has 
not increased in proportion to our numbers and our 
demand, as the demand would have been if new arts 
had not been developed among us, Our railways 
have thrown horses out of use to an enormous extent; 
and the process is going on rapidly under the im- 
provements in agricultural machinery. The meetings of 
agricultural societies all over the kingdom have exhi- 
bited such a discrediting of horse labour as the most 
speculative farmer could not have imagined twenty, or 
even ten years ago. In fact, we are in near prospect of 
needing horses only for local carrying in 
the trades of town and country, and for luxury. In 
the former case, each establishment can require only 
a very few horses; and in the latter, the owners of 
horses are not of a class to be much distressed by 
the dearness of stable food. To this we may add, that 
we now know bow to raise various artificial grasses of

Light soils, unsuitable for wheat, are manured with 
clay merely, and thus raised to a wheat-bearing 
quality. Improvements of a kind like this open wide 
prospects of economy and fertility at once, and should 
raise our spirits more than any bad weather should de- 
press them; and when we see that seventeen years may 
be required to teach us how to use our own soil for the 
production of our daily food, we may well question 
whether our occasional difficulties from untoward 
seasons are not evils which we may expect to outgrow, 

This improved husbandry is a sufficient answer to the 
apprehensions expressed by some melancholy men who 
calculate the number of years that the guano and other 
special mavures will hold out, and conclude that then 
we must starve. But there is another fact which has 
a bearing on this, Our free trade in corn has so 
lowered the price of grain, and restricted its fluc- 
tuations, that not only are the speculations of corn 
dealers reduced to reguarity, but the cultivation 
of wheat is being brought within its natural limits in 
England. Our farmers are more and more devoting 
their least suitable wheat lands to the growth of roots: 
so that there may still be all the stock, and, conse- 
quently, all the manure that can be wanted. This isa 
direct and natural consequence of the free importation 
of grain, by which the price will always be kept moderate. 
So, at least, the farmers in our wheat-growing districts 
say; and we have no doubt they are quite right. If, 
together with this, we learn to make such use of our 
clay soils as is made at Lois Weedon, while by com- 
merce we command the surplus of all the lands of the 
globe, we may feel assured that in coming generations 
there will always be food enough for man and beast. 

In such seasons as the present we should be open also 
to the moral admonition which the case affords.

Let our Irish artists exhibit their works by themselves, 
and have fair play for the future. Let every shilling of the 
prises for years to come be expended on works of art actually 
executed by Irish artists at home; then nudeed, we may reasona- 
bly expect to see pictures of real, and no: conventional, value. 
As to the exhibition of the selected works, it is immaterial to 
the general question, namely—the whole fund should be ap-

which are understood to have been so long contemplated 
by the Imperial Government, 

It is “on the cards” that reaction has set in in the 
body politic of Germany, and that the influence of Rus- 
sia is once more likely to become paramount among 
the Sovereigns of that political conglomerate. When, 
in 1849-50, the revolution in fatherland was suppressed, 
the first German prince who responded to the appeal 
of Nicholas of Russia was the elector of Hesse Cassel. 
He replaced at once the liberal institutions left in his 
dominions since 1848, by institutions of such an > 
site character, that this duchy became ly 
known as “ Little Russia.” The progress of time, and 
the change of policy in some of the leading German states, 
such as Prussia, ior instance, caused the semblance, 
if not the reality, of relaxation in the despotic system 
of the Sovereign of this pretty principality, and the 
apathetic natives, on being permitted to smoke their 
— in peace, were quite satisfied. Nov, however, 
this “stormy petrel’’ of German politics is once more 
abroad, and new restrictions are hourly laid by him 
upon the liberties—such as they were—of his somnolent 
subjects. The reappearance of this bird of evil in the 
political atmosphere of Germany is held to betoken 
“fogegone conclusions” adverse to freedom of thought 
and freedom of action in German fatherland; and not 
without " good and sufficient” reason. “ Among them 
be it.”— Observer. 


THE ROAD MURDER—APPKEHENSION OF THE 
CONFESSED MURDERER. 

Trowsaipes, Sunpar, Aug. 12.—The deep interest 
attaching to this mysterious affair has been again largely 
augmented, in consequence of a man who gives the 
name of Edmund Joho, having been apprehended, on 
his own statement, that be murdered the little boy, 
Francis Saville Kent, at Road-hill House, on the night 
of the 23rd of June last. 

It appears that on Friday morning he went on to the 
latform of the Wolvertun Station of the London and 
North-Western Railway, and acknowledged to Sergeant 
Rowden that he committed the murder, and the sergeant 
handed him over to the parish constable, Henry Goodson, 
who is aleo employed by the railway, and by him John was 
taken before the Rev. J. H. Barton, magistrate, at 
Stoney Stratford. He stated that he had been out of 
work, and on applying in the village of Road for employ 
was engaged to perform a hideous deed, for which he 
was to receive a sovereign in payment. The child, he 
said, was handed to him from a window in the house. 
and though it had at first been intended to bury the 
body in the garden, he was instructed to put it down 
the water-closet. He then walked away towards Lon- 
don, passing through Reading and other places, and 
from London made his way to Leicester, where he 
could not obtain work. Hence he proceeded to North- 
ampton, where he likewise failed to obtain employ- 
ment, and he became so dejected that he felt ready 
to lay his head upon the railway and allow a 
train to pass over it, but he thought the policeman 
would lose his place for not finding out the murderer, 
and therefore desisted. He said he could not live, for 
the child was before him wherever he went, and he 


felt also that the eye of God was upon . On being 
searched, a mason’s rule and trowel, together with a 
pawn-ticket for another trowel, and a et k were 


found upon him. He stated that he had given his knife 
to one man, his tobacco-box to another, and his pipe 
to a third; and he asked that, after he was executed, 
his things might be given te his mother. He said he 
had a wife, who was a laundress in London, and three 
children, and it would break their hearts if they knew 
he was connected with the affair, The magistrate 
ordered him to be taken to Trowbridge, where he arrived 
yesterday afternoon, in the custody of the parish con- 
stable, Henry Goodson, and eant Royal, of the 
Backs Constabulary. The constable went to the man 
he said he gave the knife to, aod obtained it. It was a 
common clasp knife, and on the way down it was 
dropped, whereupon, John said That's my knife. 
Have you been and got it, then?” Daring the night 
he inquired particularly if “Liss Constance Kent having 
once been tried by a jury of her country could be 
brought up again, and was told that she could. He 
then asked if the bedgown had been fuund, and on 
being told it was still missing, said he would 
confess something relative to that to a minister, 
and he should prefer a Wesleyan. At Trowbridge, 
where the news had arrived before the officers 
got there, as well as at other places on the way, 
especially at Swindon, the greatest excitement prevailed, 
crowds of persons thronging the way to catch a glance 
ofthe man. He was taken before W. Stencomb, Esq., 
and the depositions taken before the Kev. J. H. Bar- 
ton having been read over, he was remanded till to- 
morrow (Monday), at two o'clock, Two officers were 
with him throughout last night, and he complained 
of a pain in the head, and then made the inquiries 
respecting the bedgown. He made several contra- 
dictory statements, to the effect that he had never 
been at Trowbridge, Road, or Frome ; that he did not 
know Mr, Kent, had never seen him, though he had 
previously described the house, and would never be 
convicted of the murder, denying, indeed, that he had 
committed it. He isa bricklayer, andabout 35 years 
of age, of round features, red face, and light hair, He 
was unknown in the neighbourhood of Wolverton, and 
he exhibited to the police some drawings of what he 
called a plan for 1 bricks without lay ing them 
by hand. He said he had never received the pound 
promised him for doing the foul deed, and would not 
say who promised it to him, but he expected still to 
obtain it, The offlcers who brought him are firmly 
convinced of his sanity ; but he certainly appears to 
be labouri:g under mental aberration. Ou his trousers

THE FATAL OCCURRENCE AT DOVER. 

Dover, Susvar.—Contrary to general expectation, 
the inquest on the bodies of che victims of the accident 
which bas taken place at Archotitfe Fort Battery was 
not held yesterday. The original lon of the legal 
authorities of the town,to whose judgment the matter 
was reterred, was that the Lord Chief Justice, in his 
judicial capacity, was able toa nt a coroner pro tem. 
under the circumstances which have unhappily oc. 
curred in Dover—the same event which renders an in. 
quest necessary having deprived the district of its pro- 
perly appointed coroner, This Spinion was, of course, 
arrived at from the exercise of legal acumen alone, and 
not from a reference to precedents, the case of a coroner 
coming to a violent death in his own district being so 
rare as to be almost le lated, From a communication 
which was received yesterday from Lord Chief Justice 
Cockburn, it appears that the assumption as to his pow- 
ers in this matter was without sufficieat ground, and 
that 171 persons who ean legally name a successor 
to the late lamented Mr. Thompson are the municipal 
council ot the borough. A few days must, couseq uoutly 
* before the inquiry can be opened.

+ sath noe and every-day sights of Indian life are to 
us dwellers at home in old England often full of strange 
novelty and interest; and Mr. Wilson, bearing this 
steadily in mind, has thus given usa volume which will 
be read even through the dog days. 

The author, whom for convenience sake we will call 
Captain A., was stationed at Meerut, in the north- 
western provinces of India (he might as well have 
told us a little more about it), about one hundred and 
fifty miles from the Himalayas, and sundry hot 
seasons in the plains having damaged his once healthy 
constitution, he determined to try the effect of a change 
of climate, and a month or two’s shooting in the bracing 
air of the snowy mountains, Some part of the way, being 
on the route towards Umballah, was by a good road ; 
- but at other times so dusty and full of deep ruts, or so 
thickly strewn with stones and boulders of all sizes, as to 
be almost impassable to wheeled carriages. Here and 
there it lay through dense jungle, where high rank grass 
nearly buried the trees. Deer, jungle fowl, and pea fowl 
stray continually cross the path, and occasionally a tiger or 
elephant, to kindle up the fiercer resentments and deadlier 
aim of some young, plucky Englishman, whose shooting in 
England has probably been confined to the poor and 
cowardly murder of pheasants at the squire’s ba/(tue, 
where; under the direction of keepers, beaters, and 
subs, the hapless sporteman may, like Mr. Winkle, shut 
his eyes and firing be safe to kill his bird. In crossing 
the Valley of the Dhoon, he spent a few pleasant days 
at an hotel kept by an Englishman, and found the 
station of Deyrah one of the pleasantest in India, With 
a magistrate, a collector, a Goorkha regiment, an as- 
sistant magistrate, and, in the winter time, a stray 
clergymen, a church, a mission-house, a race-course, 
and two hotels—what more could an Indian resident 
really want ? 1 

If he wants anything else under the sun it must be 
game, and of this there is, fortunately, an abundance 
throughout the valley. It includes tigers, leopards, 
elephants, several kinds of deer, and wild pigs, and 
of smaller varieties, pea fowl, pheasants, jungle fowl, 
partridges, quail, snipe, floriken, and hares. While in 
the tiver Rhumna the sporteman may catch, if he 
will but try, a mashee of from 10 to 100 Ibs. As 
Captain A. began to ascend from Ragpore to Mus- 
soorie the character of the forest entirely changed. 
The lower part was covered with dwarf trees and 
bushes, intermingled with gigantic creepers, nearly 
all forest trees being evergreens; and among these 
the rhododendron, not the bush ot our English gardens, 
but towering up into a large forest tree covered with 
crimson flowers. A more beautiful sight it is hardly 
possible to conceive. “I almost envy the man,” says 
our author, “ who has yet to enjoy his first ride up the 
Mussoorie-hill.” The whole scene must have been one 
of strange and lively interest to an European. The 
winding valley stretching away to the left, with its 
villages and green fields cut in terraces along the hill 
sides; patches of forest peeping out here and there in 
varied colour; bands of porters winding their way up 
the zig-zag slope of seven miles, each tugging away at 
his share of the luggage, or with the burden strapped 
on to the back, or on their heads; mules, donkeys, and 
ponies, intermingling with the throng, along a road 
seldom more than nine feet wide; the highest ridge of 
all dotted with glistening white mansions, and far below 
the park-like valley of the Dhoon—all made up one 
living picture of which words can give but a poor idea. 
Captain A., however, tells us all he can, and the whole 
Scene is freshly before us. 


The only part of the luggage that gave much diffi- 
culty was a piano, which fully employed two dozen 
men and kept the captain riding on his little pony for 
some way behind it before the road was wide enough 
for him to pass. These hill porters are a sturdy, inde- 

ndent set; but they work hard for but trifling pay. 

h man takes a load of fifty-six pounds, and for 

bearing it up the whole steep ascent of seven miles, 
demands about 4d. What would our hackney-coach- 
me" or porters say to such a fare as this—about one 
halfpcuny a mile? As to striking for increased pay, 
they never dream of such a thing, though a year or two 
ago Mussoorie was stripped of its hill porters and coolies 
in a single day by an absurdity that even Mr. Potter 
would not have dared to circulate. A rumour gotafloat 
among them, no one knew how, that the Europeans were 
on the look-out for any unfortunate native they could 
find to carry off to some secluded haunt among the 
mountains, and there extract the oil from his body by 
hanging him up by the heels before a large fire! Many 
left their places, even without their wages, through ex- 
cessive dread, and the captain was himself asked more 
than once, “for what purpose the oil of puharies was 
required 7” 

Snowy mountains have been described again and 
again, by sentimental misses and by sturdy, old, vete- 
ran travellers, in rhapsodies of mongrel prose, and of 
milk-and-watery rhyme. From the days of poor shat- 
tered Byron to those of the prattling Mont Blanc in 
Piccadilly, they have been well painted a hundred times; 
and yet there is something about the plain and graceful 
sketch of the Himalayas in the volume before us which 
cannot be read without pleasure. 

The range of hills on which Mussoorie lies is 5,000 
feet above the Dhoon, and in the clear weather the re- 
sidents have stretched before them a view of majestic 
sublimity rarely to be matched even in that land of 
grand and gorgeous scenery. The captain and his 
friend ascended the ridge to the north of Mussoorie 
before sunrise, that they might have an unbroken view 
of the vast panorama. One half of the horizon was bound- 
ed by an unbroken wall of snow, surmounted by fantastic 
peaks of every conceivable form, rising clear and high 
above the vast wave-like wooded ranges that stretched 
before them to its base. Directly in front thesnowy wall 
appeared to be about 40 miles off, the outline clearly and 
sharply defined against the sky, and the smooth rock 
fn places too perpendicular for the snow to be plainly 
visible. Receding into distance on either hand it was 
more indistinct, particularly tothe West, where a dim, 
shadowy vapour blended snow and sky. Out of some 
s of the highest peaks light clouds seemed to rise, and 
drifting slowly away before the wind gradually 
disappear ; & strange phenomenon, caused by the snow 
becoming frozen into particles of minute dust, and 
this being whirled away into the air by the first 
violent gust of wind in the form of a shadowy cloud. 
This scene,” says the captain, “ may not have had 
the awful grandeur which overpowers the traveller as 
he stands amid the snowy recesses themselves, and 
gazes at the vast and spectre-like masses which tower 
above him; but the calmness and still repose of the 
snowy range as seen from the Mussoorie height” at the 
distance of forty miles, was, nevertheless, a spectacle 
of silent and inexpressible beauty. As the sun rose 
the whole of the wondrous range of snowy peaks was 
gradually swallowed up ina robe of cloudy vapour; 
le, on the other side, the plains of India stretched 
far away into the distant horizon, where the division of 
earth and sky could no longer be made out. Two silver 
threads, shining in the morning sun, meandered through 
the misty maze, and showed the winding courses of the 

Ganges and the Jumna. 

What, , ean be better in its way than the (ol- 
lowing description of early morning on the mountain 
ridge, which we quote verbatim :—" Dense white clouds 
lie over and perfectly shut out the Dhoon from sight, 
and on these you look down as on a sea of vapour, all 
around you being perfectly clear. Presently the clouds 
begin to move, and through the broken openings we 
catch glimpses of Dhoon, floating like islands in a dis- 
tant lake. In five minutes, perhaps, from this peep of 
magic all is over, the clouds have come rolling swiftly 
up,and you areshut in closely for the rest of the day. 
Another scene “ called’a glory by some people,” which he 
— is equally good. ‘The traveller is walking up or 

n a little ridge among the hills, in the rainy season, 
and his shadow is thrown ona bank side opposite, at 
some 50 yards off. The sun shines through a thin 
watery cloud in which he is wrapped, when suddenly 
around his shadow appears an of five to nine small 
rainbows, the inner one perfectly resplendent, and the 
— gradually decreasing in lustre as they increase in 

e. 

But it is time to glance at the captain “on his route,”' 
as he calls it, and fully equipped for sport. Ile honestly 
confesses that he dislikes “ roughing it;” and after 
limiting his baggage to what he thought compatible 
with comfort, found that he had twenty-five coolic 
— !” Not much like a sporting man, we must say; 

d whateverhe may turn out as a Nimrod, he is clearly 
determined to keep himself well supplied with creature 
comforts. A few of the articles in the luggage train 
are these—Bedstead, bedding, clothes, books, tent ſurni- 
ture, ammunition ; arsenical soap for preserving skins, 
tea, coffee, biscuits, sugar, preserved meats, &c.; bacon 
ham, guns, with other indescribable and countless 
loads which one’s servants “will contrive to make 
up”—fully supplied for six or seven months, and 
the proposed route to the source of the Ganges and 
thence across to Cashmere. The first morsel of sport

At last, when all is ready on the appointed day, the 
rope is well soaked in water to prevent its snap or 
catching fire, the bada takes leave of his family, and is 
conducted to the starting post. Here two poles are 
firmly fixed upright in the ground with a 

the top, to which the rope is secured, the lower end being 
fastened to a single pole. The length of the flight varies 
from four or five hundred yards to upwards of half 
a mile, often across a deep valley or ravine, the rope, 
from its great length, of course, forming a vast curve. 
The man sits on a small wooden saddle grooved under- 
neath to fit the rope, and bags of sand or earth are fas- 
tened to his legs to keep him balanced. To prevent 
his being dashed headlong against the lower post 
blankets are wound loosely round the rope for some 
distance from it, and these help to stop him gradually. 
The bada himself gives the signal, and, being let go, 
away he flies at an inconceivably rapid pace, which 
would set the saddle on fire were it not for the rope’s 
being saturated with water, As he nears the goal 
the pace slackens, he has time to breathe und prepare 
for any danger at the winning post. Peril by the 
way he never seems to fear. But if the rope should 
snap durirg the flight instant death is certain, and 
his miserable family lose the promised reward, which 
varies from 50 to 200 rupees, according to the size of 
the village. When he finishes his perilous flight in 
safety, the villagers take him down, and, having re" 
ceived the reward, he is at liberty to go in search of a 
fresh adventure. 

It is worthy of note, as characteristic of all India, 

that let the native festivals or celebrations be what 
they may, whether sacred or secular, something inde- 
cent either in word or action, or both, is sure to find 
a place ; and wherever indecency appears it is sure 
of the connivance, if not of the direct sanction, of the 
priests. They seem to reckon u it as one means 
at least of retaining a hold on the lower and stronger 
passions of the people, whom they willingly suffer 
to sink into any depth of uncleanness, provided 
that Mumbo Jumbo has his dues paid with scrupulous 
regularity. 
The captain’s first bear was thus shot :—Having 
been vainly hunting tehr (a kind of wild mountain 
sheep, judging from the frontispiece), all through the 
day, towards eveniig he suddenly stumbled on a 
large black bear, among some low bushes, where he 
was busily employed in scratching up the ground and 
turning over the stones. At the distance of sixty yards, 
with the rifle resting on a rock, it was not a very diffi- 
cult matter to send a bullet into his right shoulder. 
This the captain did; and over went master Bruin. 
But in a moment he was up again, and away down the 
ravine; the second barrel only serving to accelerate his 
speed. For a mile or more the hunters followed him, 
and traced his flight by scattered drops of blood which 
brought them at lastto a small cave into which the 
bear had crept. The beast took no notice of various 
noises made to rouse him, not even of a shot fired into 
the hole. But when the smoke had cleared away, they 
made out that the mass of black fur was quite still, and 
so by dint of poking with a long stick they at length 
got him out as dead asa herring. The captain’s first 
bag among the Himalayas was a bear, with a male and 
female tahr. At Devallee, the last and highest village 
on the Ganges, he found Wilson's camp, and waiting 
there till its master returned, found that his friend had 
been out for six days, and had killed seven musk deer. 


The next bear, a fine fellow of a bright yellow colour 
and full five feet high, was knocked over by a single 
bullet from a rifle; but Bruin the third was a much 
tougher — nn quietly received the contents of a 
barrel at 60 yards without more notice than an angry 
growl as he retreated up the river to the mountains. 
“ Wilson then fired both his barrels,” and the captain 
his remaining one before Bruin hai got many yards. 
But all these shots were in vain, and the poor wounded 
beast calmly went on clambering up the mountain side. 
Then followed the contents of a double-barrelled gun, 
and then two more barrels from a rifle, all within shoot- 
ing distance. But on went the bear, even in spite of 


the young and 


more barrels at nearly two hundred yards. And what 
became of him we know not, for the hunters would not 
spoil their day’s Burrell shooting by following a bear up 
to the plateau above ; and so Bruin, in all probability, 
went back to his lonely eave to die. 

A few days after this they fell in with another bear, 
who, with her two little cubs, was quietly feeding near 
a little stream at the foot of the hills. The cubs were 
very young, and while mamma was diggirg for roots 
were frolicking about and cutting all sorts of capers. It 
was agreee that the whole of the invading force, five men 
in all, should rush in on the bear, three of them to seize 
the cubs, and the two well armed to encounter “the 
mamma. They got within 80 yards of her unseen, made 
a dash at the cubs, and caught them in spite of their 
screams, which were far moreterrific and ridiculous than 
they could have imagined. At the sound of the eubs’ voice 
the brave old bear turned full round and charged gallantly 
up hill at the rifles. But what could be done against 
two rifles within 20 yards? A bullet from each fired 
almost at the same moment doubled her up, and sent 
her rolling down hill, over and over to the bottom.” 
When they reached the spot where the dead beast lay 
they had another seene with the cubs, who became 
almost frantic to reach ber, and on being let go ran up 
to stroke her head with their little paws, and fondle her 
in the most endearing manner, asking her as plainly as 
they could to get up and come away from such bad 
company. The perpetrators of this rueful deed only 
noticed their supplication by “sending them away 
while they skinned their mamma.” 

For a full and most admirable description of the 
various trees, the underwood, the different crops and 
fruits which clothe the sides of the Himalayas, we must 
refer our readers to Captain A.’s fifth chapter, which 
will be found to contain all that can be desired in a 
most accessible shape. We turn, rather, for the present, 
to a sketch of native Indian life among the hills, which, 
for truth and fulness of detail, we have rarely seen 
eqaalled. Gurwhal extends from the foot of the hills 
to the borders of Thibet, and trom a branch of the 
Ganges to the western branches of the Tonse, a district 
of about 80 miles in length and breadth from the plains 
to the snow. The puharies of Gurwhal are all Hindoos, 
divided as usual intocastes; and a picture of one village 
will give a good idea of the whole, The Brahmins among 
them, mostly confined, like the Jewish priesthood, to 


much influence; ‘but the ‘bondage of caste is main- 
tained with unvaried rigour. The usual » mount of 
superstition everywhere prevails; certain days being 
fixed on by Brahmins as lucky for marriage, for 
beginning any special work, for going a journey, and 
for casting nativities and horoscopes. One biack- 
smith is allowed in each village, he alone making and 
repairing the agricultural implements and recei ving 
from each family about 16ib. of grain of every 
kind harvested, in lieu of money. The shoemaker 
in like manner supplies every male in his village with 
a yearly pair of shoes, and receives grain in return ; 
while the carpenters and masons, (the trades being com- 
bined) when employed by any one, are supplied with 
food, receive alittle payment in cash, and perhaps a 


pair of silver bracelets or gold earrings when the work 
is finished. The jumaries are musicians attached to 
the temple, and their women are the Nautch girls, who, 
twice a year, in spring and autumn, go about through 
the towns and villages, dancing and begging from 
door to door, every family giving them a small pre- 
“sent in money or grain. This is not done for mere 
want, but custom; and they regard the gift not at all as 
alms, but rather as a right (for dancing before a house), 
which they may as justly claim as the artisan may 
claim wages for building it. When at home, in their 
own village, the men are tailors and barbers, and in 
their character as musicians perform at all festivals, 
religious or otherwise, night and morning beating on 
their small drums, or nomfee, a kind of watch setting 
and reveille at bed-time and daybreak. Failing in this 
duty they may be fined by the villagers for the benefit 
of the temple. They receive as pay from each family in 
their village a fixed yearly quantity of grain and couked 
victuals on all occasions of public or private feasting. 
The women, however, must not be confounded with the 
Nautch girls of the plain, who'are mostly unmarried, 
and live on the wages of infamy. 


Among the men of Gurwhal the shoemakers form the 
lowest caste, ranking only with the domes or serfs, while 
the remaining males, forming the bulk of the population, 
are Chutree Kajpoots, occupied exclusively in the culti- 
vation of the land. A man’s caste is hereditary, and 
though he may please himself as to a life of idleness or 
work, if he work at a trade it must be that of his own 
caste. If that fail he must be idle, This operates both 
for evil and for good; good, in forcing a man to use his 
utmost endeavour to attain some degree of skill in his 
peculiar trade; and evil, in cutting off from him every other 
chance of a livelihood of honesty if the one fail. The castes 
never intermarry, except in the case of Brahmins and Raj- 
poots; but a member of one caste sometimes elopes 
with one of another, the higher in this case losing his

dependent upon the Government, safe and anxious 
to comply with the desires of the Cabinet ; but 
Bertani at Genoa, belonging to the opposition, and, in 
his character of a member of the Italian Parliament, 
beyond the reach of the police, escaped the control of 
the Ministers, and became soon more important than 
either the committee or the society. The revolu- 
tionary elements from all Europe flocked to him, and 
he continued to —— the expeditions when the 
National Society shut its enlisting-office at Turin, 
after La Farini’s expulsion from Sicily. His office 
at Genoa was in fact an imperium in imperto, and 
he further increased the difficulties of the Cabinet, 
which was hard by diplomacy to put an 
end to this abnormal state of things, by often de- 
claring in the papers that he alone was the depository 
of Garibaldi’s ultimate plans, whilst the Dictator, 
avoiding any communication with Count Cavour and 
even with Farini, stood in direct communication with 
the King, writing to him letters, and sending messages 
by hie aides-de-camp. General Turr and the Marquis 
of Treechi went from Garibaldi’s head-quarters 
straight to the royal palace, and returne i as mys 
teriously as they had come. Bertani, at Genoa, 
received instructions which remained a secret to 
the Ministers; and it seemed, indeed, that the 
Government had abdicated its functions as re- 
garde its relations with Southern Italy At last 
the expedition to Umbria and the Marches 


Cabinet resolved not to tolerate any longer this state of 
things, but to make a last effort either to come to an 
understanding with the Garibaldians, or, if this should 
not succeed, to stop their proceediags by force, and to 
resign if the King should refuse his authorisation to such 
a step. With such views Farini went to Genoa, and 
not only arranged satisfactorily all the difficulties of the 
Roman expedition, whic!) was at once abandoned, but 
he indu even Bertani to shut up his office and to 
go to Sicily. This night the indefatigable friend 
ot the Dictator leaves Genoa with one of the 
last expeditions, only General Turr being left be- 
hind in Lombardy to collect one thousand volunteers, 
lo sail oa Tuesday for Messina, to be followed 
by two moreexpeditions, and thus the first phase of 
Garibaldi’s enterprise closes. His army numbers now 
about 40,000 men, of whom about 25,000 are Italian vo- 
luoteers, a force too large for the flaancial resources of 
Sicily under the present circumstances, and sufficient 
both to defend the island against any unexpected attack 
and to invade the Neapolitan mainland with every 
probability of success. King Francis II. has, indeed, 
80,000 men in the fleld to oppose the Dictator, and 
among them about 12,000 foreignere—Swiss and Aus- 
trians, who will fight as valiantly as professional hire- 
lings usually do. Still the fleet and the population ofthe 
capital are favourable to Garibaldi; the Government 
powerless, the King completely helpless. Lamoriciere, 
well aware of this miserable condition of Naples, has 
made a plan ef campaign for the Neapolitans, and pro. 
poses even to amalgamate his army with the royal 
troops, and to take the chief command. We do not 
know as yet how this proposition has been received by 
Francis II., bat, should he accept it, and dismiss his 
constitutional Ministry, then the Turin Cabinet is re- 
solved not to allow Lamoriciere’s foreigners to 
intervene at Naples, and by open force to put 
an end to the disguised Austrian intervention, 
since it is well known that the Austrian bat- 
talions at Rome and Naples amount to above 20,000 
men; and Cavour excused the connivance of the Govern- 
ment as regards the expeditions on behalf of Sicily sok ly 
by the Austrian enlisting-offices for the Pope and King 
Bombino, which sent the recruits—in fact, Austrian ve- 
terans who had served their time inthe army—regularly 
by the mail packet twice a week to Ancona and Man- 
fredonia. It is now a great question whether Austria, es- 
pecially after the interviews with the Prince of Pru ssia 
and the King of Bavaria, will quietly allow the rem, iuder 
of Italy to be united under the sceptre of Victor Emma- 
nuel, whilst all the papers of ‘the Peninsula advocate 
a war on behalf of Venetia in the coming spring, that 
is to say, as soon as the Neapolitan and (Garibaldian 
forces are welded together, with the old Piedmontese 
troops, into one powerful Italian army. The peace of 
Europe hangs upon a very slender thread, but as to the 
unity and regeneration of Italy there can scarcely be 
any further doubt; they are insured by Garibaldi’s 
gajlantry, by Cavour's statesmanship, by the King’s 
loyal adherence to the constitution, and by the faith 
which the nation puts in Garibaldi, Cavour, and Victor 
Emmanuel. 
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THE ADMIRALTY—ENGLISH AND FRENCH. 

The short-comings of our Admiralty Boards have 
been, for the best part of a century, the constant sub- 
ject of animadversion, not only by the opposition in 
Parliament, but by various grumblers out ot doors. To 
do the worthies of this establisharent justice, they have 
borne the abuse with considerable philosophy, and ap- 
pear, like the often-whipped school-boy, to have become 
callous. 

We all know that when people get into awkward 
acrapes they have a sort of bastard or negative satis fuc- 
tion in seeing others reduced to the same predicament; 
we may quote the demi monde as an ex«mple. 

Now, we have some pleasure in offering this kind of 
consolation to the Admiralty, in showing some of the 
failings on the other side of the water, and that “ they 
do not manage things better in France.“ 

In « recent speech of the Viscomte de Kerveguen, in 
the Corps Legislatif— which, by the way, we are sur- 
prised was allowed to appear in print—the French Ad- 
miralty (Conseil) is soundly rated for their deficiencies, 
Atter showing the scanty amount of pay to the work- 
men in the dockyards, and touching on the exigulty of 
widows’ pensions, the orator proceeds to speak of the 
materielot the Navy. The French have occasionally 
borrowed from us, but we could scarcely have thought 
that they copied our vices ; yet, according to this au- 
thority, they have built ten frigates of 600 horse-power 
without trying oneof them, and the same with the 
larger ones of 800 horse-power. Our exploits in this line 
set competition at defiance : the “ Forty Thieves,” the 
Donkey Frigates, the ten gun brigs, and later the iron 
war steamers, are “ still to memory dear.” 

In one of the first-class French steamers the vibration 
of the screw was so great that in three days’ work at 
sea she would have been shaken to pieces, Those who 
went to Cherbourg at the time of her Majesty's visit 
will recollect the Bretagne. M. Kerveguen thus des- 
cribes her. When we look at this ship at anchor her 
lower deck appears close to the water; when she was 
launched it was swamped. This ship of 1,200 horse- 
power, and which cost five millions (£200,000), has un- 
fortunately only stowage Yor 400 tous of coals, while 
her expenditure in full steam is 120 a day; ao that, 
in place of a fortnight’s provision of fuel, she has 
only enough for three days and a half. la any- 
thing of a sea way, or half a gale, this ship must 
keep her lower deck ports closed. To obviate this 
fault, she had been sheathed (souffle) with small ad- 
vantage. To keep up with this big ship, there were 
the Louis XIV, of 600 horse-power the Montebello, 
140; Alexandre, 800 ; |’ Aigesiras, 900 ; |’ Austeriitz, 
500 and the same discrepancy through the thirty. 
eight steam liners. M. Kerveguen compares this with 
a train of artillery, where one gun carriage was drawn 
* six horses, and the rest with three, two, or one. 

ith respect to gun-boats, there were fifty-three, all 
constructed on different models, and none of them 
capable of keeping the sea; after the Crimean war they 
returned, under charge of trigates ; four of them had 
nearly perished near Cadiz, and the frigate Isiy that 
conveyed them was obliged to take on board their guns. 

In answer to these charges, General Allard, the Go- 
vernment Commissary, rose to reply. It may seem 
strange to have a General answering for the Navy, but 
we can match that in a country gentleman. One might 
suppose the General to be in our House of Commons, so 
similar the language used. The previous speaker is 
reproached for having brought forward so many details 
without previous notice, and that it was only an echo of 
the discentented people at the various sen- pott.

It was strange that it should be so, but that was the his- 
tory of peoples as well as of individuals, The rev. gen- 
tleman illustrated this — by referring to the case of 
a young man who, having escaped with his life from a 
murderous assault, left off his wickedness, and thought 
of God and eternity, and exhibited gratitude for his 
great deliverance ; but, as time passed on, the re- 
membrance of the deliverance became less distinct, 
till at last it was almost entirely fo 
It was exactly the same with the people. He did not 
require to do more than state the fact, because the 
history of our country gave but too sad evidence of it. 
Now, what deliverance were they called upon to look 
back upon on that ular occasion? they were 
cal ed upon to look upon a deliverance great and 
glorious, the name and history of which were worthy 
of being impressed, as it were, with burning iron on 
the nation’s heart for ever—the deliverance of Derry, 
now 150 years ago. That was the 12th of August, 
the day of the deliverance of 8 ; but, if his 
friends who were preseat expected him to preach a 
sermon called political, they were under a great mis- 
take. That was not the place, nor was that the day 
for such discourses. However important, and how- 
ever valuable they might be in their proper places 
and on the proper occasions, thanksgiving and the 
voice of melody should alone be heard in God's 
house upon God's day, and not one word should 
be uttered to break the harmony of that song of 
praise, or introduce discord among its glorious har- 
monies. He dealt, therefore, not in any way whatever 
with the political character ot the event, but simply 
with the great deliverance ; and if he were to pass by 
that commemorative day when it presente itself on a. 
Sunday without speaking of it, or speaking with bated 
breath, he would be unworthy of continuing to — 
the great blessings which that deliverance had secured. 
God forbid that he should be afraid or ashamed 
to speak of the deliverance of Derry; and, when 
viewed in its Christian and religious aspect, there 
was not any class of the community who could take 
exception to it. Roman Catholics—enlightened and 
edacated ones frequently expressed gratitude for 
the deliverance of Derry—a deliverance from civil 
bondage and thrakiom of various kinds ; but, passing 
by that, he would merely speak of that deliverance 
which gave them peace within their walls and prosperity 
within the palaces of their church, a free and untram- 
melied Bible, the glorious privilege ot an unchained 
mind, the glorious right of private judgment, and all the 
privileges which they now boasted of as Christians. There 
were two great deliverances of Great Britain—the one 
from Pagan superstition, and the other from the darkness 
of a more recent system. What were their forefathers 
before the last ol these? He would give it to them ina 
text of Scripture. Talking of idolatry and of theobjects 
of worship among idolaters, the Holy Scriptures said 
of these idols—" They have eyes and see not, ears have 
they and hear not, noses have they and smell not, and 
they that make them are like unto them, and so is 
everyone that trusteth in them.” What was the 
meaning of that passage? It was, that anyone who 
was under the bondage of idolatry and slavish super- 
stition had eyes but saw not, and ears but heard not 
that he was an intellectual automaton. He desired to 
make no further allusion to it than to say that Instead 
of having eyes and no power of seeing, and ears and 
no power of hearing, they had, through that glorious 
deliverance—for which thanks and praises be to a 
gracious God—eyes and power to see the deep things of 
God, ears and disposition to hear of His wonderful 
mercies, and the glorious characteristic of every reli- 
giously free people, the right of private judgment. 
and a mine of spiritual wealth in the Sac 
Beok—all of whieh were dearer to the Chris 
tian who had experienced the blessings than 
thousands of gol and silver. An  efitanci 
pated people, as in the case of the Jews, always 
exhibited the warmth of first love at the period of 
emancipation; and if they marked the history of the 
emancipation of this country, either from the Pagan or 
the subsequent spiritual bondage, they would see that 
that first love was exhibited in building places ot 
worship, and extending the influence of religion. But 
the history of the individual again became the hie 
tory of the nation, and in proportion as the first 
love waned and cooled, gratitude for the deliverance 
waned also, God had been lately interposing to bring 
them back from a state of spiritual letharyy and 
torpidity. God had again sought them out, and upon 
Uls er, in an especial manner, He bad rained dows 
the dew of His blessing in revival power. Mr. Potter 
made an eloquent reference to the revival move 
ment, and expressed his satisfaction that i 
had not been confined to his own church, dearly as 
he loved it. lle went on to notice the repesl 
by the Saviour of that rule of the old law, which sald, 
An eye for an eye and a tooth for a tooth,” and said 
that the rule of the Christian code was love—uviver- 
sal love, deep love, comprehensive love, love embrac 
ing all mankind, and, above all, embracing father 
lund, With regard to that day, it was better to re- 
mark, before he passed on, that they were delivered 
in a particular way from a special bondage by the 
relief of Derry; but a distinction should be made in 
the expression of their gratitude, because those from 
whom they were delivered at that time were their 
fellow-countrymen. It was quite clear that they 
should exhibit their gratitude in a widely diffe:ent way 
from what they would if it had been a deliverance from 
a foreign enemy. The deliverance from Babylon was 
jrom a foreign enemy, but the deliverance at Derry 
was trom a system of religion which numbered amongst 
its victims their. tellow-countrymen, and the conse 
quence was that they ought to exhibit their gratitude 
ina very different way. It might answer very well 
he was not prepared to say that it did—to exhibit grati- 
tude for a deliverance from French invasion by volun- 
teer reviews, and by a triumphant shout of bravo against 
France. It might be legitimate in the ease of a foreign 
country, but it was illegitimate in the case of a deliver 
ance trom their own countrymen. They were their own 
flesh and blood their fathers, brothers, sisters, cousins, 
and mothers, their tellow-subjecte—and there could be 
no question that while they rejoiced to be deli- 
vered from what they could not but regard as evila, 
they ought to have an open heart and a yearuing > 
tor those who did not belong to the same hou d ot 
faith as themselves, and embrace them in the arms of 
universal love, Which took fatherland first under its 
consideration, and all mankind made of one blood 
afterwards, He thought it wise to make the distinc 
tion referred to, because it was supposed that 
who held views such as he believed to be orthudox, and 
stood upon these matters, were so intolerant in their 
jubilees for deliverance as to taunt and persecute those 
who did not choose to take the stand that they had 
taken at the time of the deliverance ; but God forbid 
that that should be their spirit. Yet they could not

which characterised the policy of the Foreign Office 
during the late Administration. If this pulicy of non- 
intervention, borrowed from the Conservatives, be (as 
we trust it is) the actual policy of the at Ministry, 
it was surely ludicrous for the noble viscount toa I 
to his party to save that policy by keeping out of office 
the very statesmen who inauguraed it. We say 
we trust that this poli still in force in 
the Foreign Office; but is undeniable that the 
present Foreign Secretary, by expressing himself in 
favour of a disunited Italy—in favour of having two, i! 
not three, separate States in Italy, instead of the united 
monarchy which the Italians themselves desire—has 
shown a tendency to accommodate his policy to the 
predilections of the Governmept of France in a manner 
which, we should think, would be iated as much 
by the Liberal party as by the Conservatives. So long 
as the Italians fight only amongst themselves, let no 
other Power intermeddie, And if the Coalition Cabinet 
shoull be so ill-advised as to act otherwise, Lord
